I have, since I started collecting, worked my collec- 
tion in a chronological order. Now, I have started re- 
arranging my albums to house the material by type 
or source. This was prompted by several reasons, not 
the least of which is the demise of some of the previ- 
ous sources. There are no more “SO” cards, certainly 
not from the American Bank Note Company; no 
“PS” cards since 1992; and, as far as I can tell, there 
are no more “ANA”, “FM”, or “UN” (the later 
appears to be concentrating more on stamps and FD 
products). I have no information on the status of any 
future “F” or “F&WL” cards is, and I note that the 
“APS” no longer lists back issues on their website. I 
have never really collected “ASDA” cards as they 
were never intaglio printed. 


One of the “benefits” of my change was the chance to 
see what I have acquired over all these years and has 
prompted me to peruse the albums more often. It has 
also promoted searching for other sources of intaglio 
material, e.g., the ABNCo coupons (see p. 11), and 
the vignettes that I will periodically share in these

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THE STATUE BOOKS : 
In 1857, to accommodate its growth, the House of 


Representative moved into a newly completed, larg- 
er chamber of the Capitol. After some years of 
debate, in 1864 Congress created the National 
Statuary Hall in the vacated space. Each state was 
invited "to furnish statues, in marble or bronze, not 
exceeding two," of their citizens deemed worthy of 
national commemoration. 


On occasion the Government Printing Office, at the 
behest of Congress, would publish the addresses and 
proceedings from some of the dedication ceremonies 
of these statues. These were similar to the memorial 
books of collected eulogies for recently deceased 
statesmen. Most memorial books included portraits; 
likewise, the "statue books" were typically accompa- 
nied by plates illustrating the statues. As early as 
1884, the statue books used plates produced by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


Two of these—Sam Houston and Stephen Austin— 
appear on a souvenir card, B297, the 2010 National 
Money Show held in Forth Worth (opposite). This 
was the first time I had seen these engravings and I 
wondered about their original purpose, which was- 
n't indicated on the information card. It wasn't until 
recently that I rediscovered a passage in Issue #2 of 
the Souvenir Card Journal and began to put the 
pieces together. In his Forerunner Forum column 
from Summer 1981, Curt Radford wrote "The GPO 
published souvenir books for the dedication cere- 
monies of new statues erected in Washington, D.C. 
in the late 1800s. These usually contained one or two 
BEP engraved portraits of the newly erected statues." 
He went on to list eight that he was aware of - 
including Houston and Austin. In the SCCS number- 
ing catalog (page 18), Dr. Radford also writes about 
these statue dedication books and their frontispiece 
engravings. 


I'm grateful to Google for it's book-digitizing cam- 
paign, which has now created free, searchable con- 
tent from tens, if not hundreds, of thousands books 
and spurred other institutions to contribute to the 
project. Because early U.S. government publications 
have no copyright restrictions, that seems to be 
where Google began. In my online search for infor- 
mation I happened on the digitized "Checklist of 
United States public documents, 1789-1909." Not 
only does this publication list all the memorial books 
up to 1909, it also lists "Addresses on acceptance of 
statues, etc.” With this information, I could track 
down other titles, view the digitized versions and 


determine which of them contained BEP engravings! 
I was able to find 12 engravings in a series of 9 books 
(some states chose to present both their statues at 
once). Plates from the two earliest books, Marshall 
and Garfield, measure 11 3/8 x 7 1/2 inches. All oth- 
ers measure 6 5/8 x 10 1/4. Most of the books run 
from 100 to 140 pages; Stark/ Webster is the longest 
at 263 pages. All are hard bound, most commonly 
olive green, with gold lettered titles. 


The SCCS catalog lists the amounts printed for some, 
which Dr. Radford obtained by researching BEP 
annual reports. I have included this information 
here, though I believe it may mark the number of 
engravings printed, not books. According to infor- 
mation printed in some books, 12,500 copies of the 
Cass book were published and 16,500 copies of 
Benton/Blair, Morton, Stark/Webster, Willard, 
Ingalls and Houston/ Austin. The others have no 
mention. With some help from the Bureau's histori- 
cal collections manager, I learned who engiaved a 
number of the statue portraits. Below in chronologi- 
cal order are the book titles and the BEP engravers. 


"Exercises at the ceremony of unveiling the statue of 
John Marshall*, chief justice of the United States, in 
front of the Capitol" - published 1884. Marshall stat- 
ue engraved by Charles K. Burt in 1884. 12,550 print- 
ed. 

*This statue was not commissioned by a state, but by 
Congress. It sits beside the Capitol steps.

[It is interesting to note that there is no inscription on 
the Garfield engraving, and that six of them (Blair, 
Benton, Marshall, Morton, Stark and Webster) are 
inscribed “Bureau, Engraving & Printing.” The other 
five (Austin, Cass, Houston, Ingalls and Willard) 
use “Bureau of Engraving and Printing.” Ed.] 
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"Addresses on the Acceptance by Congress of the 
Statue of James A. Garfield, presented by the State of 
Ohio" - published 1886.

In the SCCS catalog Dr. Radford also lists books for 
statues of Rochambeau and General [George] 
Thomas. Neither of these statues were added to the 
National Statuary Hall nor are their dedication books 
included in the "Checklist." Online searches yielded 
books that did not contain BEP engravings. If Bureau 
engravings of these statues exist I'd be very interest- 
ed in seeing them. 


The Houston/ Austin book of 1905 includes a com- 
plete list of the previous statues on its final pages; it 
was the last of its kind to use BEP engravings. Some 
GPO books published a few years earlier, were 
already using the cheaper photogravure process and 
soon after commercial lithography would be used. In 
later years, private printing firms also produced 
these books, but only GPO books contain the Bureau 
engraved statue portraits.

A recent eBay purchase. Back in the “old days”, when 
an investor bought a bond, he/she was given an 
engraved certificate. This would usually be placed in a 
safe deposit box in a bank, as it was proof that they had 
lent the money to the issuer of the bond. The certificate 
usually included one or more “coupons” which indi 
cated a date when the interest was due. At that time, 
the coupons were cut off, and deposited just like cash 
in their bank account, or sent to the company for pay 
ment. This resulted in the term “coupon clipping.” 
Nowadays, the certificates are no longer (nor are the el ce 
companys, e.g., ABNCo, that produced them) as all the Pe = See E 
transactions are done by computer. I find the engraved eS 
vignettes facinating and seemingly have no relation to 
the companys involved.

A member raised a question about the “highest bid- 
der,” and could the bids be scaled in increments, e.g., 
if there was only one bid on a lot, should it not be 
sold at the “minimum bid” rather than what the bid- 
der offered, or at some kind of increment over the 
minimum. If there were more than one bid, should 
the lot not be sold at some increment over the second 
highest bid. The examples provided were “other” 
auction houses and/or eBay.

THE S.C.C.S.AUCTION: HOW IT WORKS! 


This is an attempt to explain how I process the auc- 
tion bids. 


1) After I have entered the lots into the auction list(s) 
in the Journal, I enter them into a spreadsheet 
(Excel), with a series of columns, which will be used 
for each bidder’s input. 


2) In most cases, the bidder has not totaled her/his 
bids, so I do that to be sure I have entered all their 
bids. The spreadsheet has been pre-programmed to 
have a total at the bottom of each column. 


3) After I enter each bid submitted, and verify the 
total (i.e., all bids have been entered), the “column” 
is “hidden”, awaiting the next bidder. Therefore, | 
have no idea of what the previous bids are on any 
particular lot(s) until the end of the bidding period. 


4) After the bidding period is over, I make a copy of

Second, I believe eBay uses a computer program to 
contact bidders when their bids have been exceeded, 
and/or adjusts the bidder’s “maximum” bid to out- 
bid other responses. I do not have such a program. 


Third, I believe the minimums (when I have to set 
them, rather than the consignor) are very reasonable, 
probably well below retail values. If a bidder really 
wants an item, he/she will decide what it is “worth” 
to them, and bid accordingly. This is evident in many 
of the bids which are well over the minimums listed. 


Finally, in the past I have offered unsold lots at a 
“discount” minimum. Some have been purchased at 
what, in my opinion, were real bargain prices. 


Comments, as always, are welcome. 


the overall bidding results. This is then reviewed and 
duplicated, and the “no bid” items are deleted. A 
copy of this sheet is then processed to reveal the win- 
ning bids (i.e., the lesser bids are deleted), which are 
then allocated to the winning bidders. 


5) The cards are “pulled” and placed in folders for 
each winning bidder. They are weighed (with the 
packaging) and the postage/ insurance (if any) is cal- 
culated, and a minimal $1.00 charge for packaging. 


6) The winning bidders are notified (by post card, 
with 32¢ added, if not received on line), and, on 
receipt of payment, are sent their lots. 


This process is not infallible, and I make mistakes 
sometimes (hopefully, not too often), for which I am 
more than willing to correct!

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2 012 BEP INTAGLIO PRINT PROGRAM William Kriebel ( (27) 
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As announced on 2 March, the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing will issue three intaglio prints this year, 
“Honoring 150 Years of Pride, Craftsmanship and 
Innovation”. The BEP did not come into existence 
until 29 August 1862. 


The prints, scans of which appear on the next three 
pages, will be issued starting with the American 
Numismatic Association (ANA) “National Money 
Show”, Denver, CO, 10 May 2012. This print features 
Abraham Lincoln, President in 1862; a view of the 
Treasury Department building in Washington, DC; 
and a vignette. The Treasury building was the 
Bureau’s first home (1862-1880). 


The second print, to be issued at the ANA “World’s 
Fair of Money”, Philadelphia, PA, 7 August 2012, 
features a background view of a spider press, and 
images of the first BEP building; what appear to be 
Union soldiers and an allegorical Liberty (?); and a 
portrait of Salmon P. Chase, the first Secretary of the 
Treasury. The BEP’s first building was in use from 
1880 to 1914, when its current home opened.s 


The third and final print will be issued on 18 October 
2012. No location has been announced. The print fea- 
tures, as a background, an aerial view of their 
Western Currency Facility in Fort Worth, TX; a por- 
trait of Spencer Morton Clark; a ground view of the 
Fort Worth buildings; and vignettes on either side. 
Spencer Morton Clark, was in 1862, the “Chief Clerk 
Bureau of Construction”, which basically put him in 
charge of the production of the currency, i.e., Chief 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


These prints will be S.C.C.S. numbers B-302,B-303, 
and B-304. As noted on page 23 they are offered by 
subscription for $51.00 for the set, and will be mailed 
out as they are issued. Individual cards will be $20.00 
which I do not believe includes the $2.50 mailing fee.
